The challenge to the Flatiron build- 


ing in New Yor», 
ekyscraper, from 


the ana In Milwaukee one story 
high, will teat the claim made for 
metropolitan structures throughout 
the country that utility requires a 
sacrifice of beauty. No one haft said 
that the structure on Broadway's 
isolated little triangle of high-priced 
land was beautifj], but the "deft" 
from the western city claims there is 
not only beauty, bu. utility in the 
very beauty of the building erected 
there on a similarly odd and con- 
spicuous site. 


There are crowdea thoroughfares 


on the three sides of the Flatiron 
building on Broadway, also in Mil- 
waukee around the Second Ward Sav- 
ings bank building. But Gotham's 
structure towers twenty stories; .Mil- 
waukee's stands only one story, mas- 
sive and ornate. Here is comfort for 


the municipal art leagues that in re* 
cent years havo labored to improve 
the artistic standard ot city struc- 
tures, beautify the streets and public 
buildings and put a ban on buildings 
which are merely biff. 


Few cities have fragments of blocks 


such as these. 
Milwaukee has two 


and claims that both are occupied 
more usefully than ia New York's. 
On one is the city's big bank; on the 
other the city hall. Two thousand 
people tenant the Flatiron 
sky- 


scraper; 25,000 savings depositors 
swarm to the "Gibrolt 
of Milwau- 


kee," where one-fifth of the savinga 
in all the state banks of Wisconsin 
are kept. 


Which structure will prove its claim 


to the greater utility? 
Can utility 


gain by partnership with symmetry 
and art? This challenge will help 
to settle tbe controversy.
